that this Act does not relieve a person from certain reporting requirements 15 

under federal, State, or local laws; authorizing the Department to inspect 16 

certain records; requiring certain records to be made available to the 17 

Department for inspection at a certain time; requiring the Department to 18 

provide notice of a certain inspection of records to a certain person; requiring 19 

the Department to serve as the repository for certain records; authorizing the 20 

Department to delegate certain data management functions; authorizing the 21 

Department to share data management resources with other State 22 

departments; requiring the Department to establish an online electronic 23 

reporting system; requiring the online electronic reporting system to allow 24 

certain information to be reported; authorizing the Department to adopt certain 25 

regulations regarding electronic reporting; authorizing the Department to adopt 26 

regulations regarding the public availability of certain information; requiring 27 

the Department to adopt regulations to ensure that certain data will not result 28 

in the association of the data with a certain person; requiring the Department to 29 

adopt regulations to protect the identity of certain persons; limiting access to 30 
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certain reports to certain persons; prohibiting access to certain reports unless 1 

certain requirements are met; requiring the availability of certain 2 

administrative and judicial review under certain circumstances; creating a 3 

Pesticide Use and Release Fund; providing for the administration of the Fund; 4 

requiring the Fund to be used for certain purposes; requiring the Fund to have 5 

an annual revenue target; requiring the Department to set the revenue target 6 

and adjust the target based on certain conditions; requiring certain penalties 7 

and fees to be deposited into the Fund; requiring the Department to place a 8 

certain surcharge on certain fees; requiring the surcharge fees to be deposited 9 

into the Fund; requiring the surcharge fees to be used for a certain purpose; 10 

prohibiting the violation of this Act; establishing the penalties for certain 11 

violations; providing for the enforcement of this Act; requiring the Department 12 

to establish a tracking system for certain pesticide purchases; defining certain 13 

terms; and generally relating to pesticide release reporting.

  (2) Use as a plant regulator, defoliant, or desiccant; or 7 

 

  (3) Use as a spray adjuvant such as a wetting agent or adhesive. 8 

 

 (r) “Restricted use pesticide” means a pesticide so classified by the provisions 9 

in this title or by the federal government or the Secretary of Agriculture, State of 10

POTENTIAL ELEMENTS OF TERRORIST ACTIVITIES BE ASSEMBLED FOR THE 18 

PURPOSES OF ASSURING THE PROTECTION OF HUMAN AND ENVIRONMENTAL 19 

HEALTH; 20 

 

  (6) IT IS RECOGNIZED THAT RESTRICTED USE PESTICIDES MAY 21 

POTENTIALLY BE USED BY TERRORISTS AND THAT THE TRACKING OF 22 

INFORMATION REGARDING THE PURCHASE AND SALE OF RESTRICTED USE 23 

PESTICIDES MAY BE USEFUL IN INDENTIFYING POTENTIALLY UNLAWFUL AND 24 

THREATENING USES OF THESE PESTICIDES; 25 

 

  (7) ACCESS TO REPORTED DATA AND THE IDENTITY OF A PERSON 26 

SUBMITTING A REPORT REQUIRED UNDER THIS SUBTITLE IS INTENDED FOR 27 

GOVERNMENT AGENCIES AND RESEARCH ORGANIZATIONS THAT HAVE A 28 

SECURITY, REGULATORY, OR ACADEMIC INTEREST IN THE SALE, USE, AND 29 

RELEASE OF PESTICIDES THAT COULD SIGNIFICANTLY IMPAIR OR DAMAGE 30 

HUMAN HEALTH OR THE ENVIRONMENT; AND 31 

 

  (8) EFFICIENCIES IN REPORTING OF DATA CAN BE ACHIEVED 32 

THROUGH THE USE OF CONSOLIDATED ELECTRONIC SYSTEMS, AND TO THE 33 

EXTENT POSSIBLE, REPORTING OBLIGATIONS UNDER THIS SUBTITLE AND 34 

OTHER SUBTITLES RELATING TO REQUIREMENTS FOR PESTICIDE 35 

APPLICATIONS UNDER THIS TITLE SHOULD BE COORDINATED WITH SIMILAR 36

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That: 14 

 

 (a) The Department of Agriculture shall establish a tracking system to 15 

facilitate the reporting, recording, and investigating of suspicious pesticide purchases. 16 

 

 (b) The tracking system shall include: 17 

 

  (1) A toll free telephone line for citizens to anonymously report 18 

suspicious pesticide purchases; and 19 

 

  (2) A database, maintained by the Department, to record all citizen 20 

reports. 21 

 

 (c) Once a report has been entered into the database, the Department shall: 22 

 

  (1) Review the report; and 23 

 

  (2) Forward to the appropriate federal or State law enforcement 24 

agency any report the Department determines to contain credible evidence of 25 

potentially dangerous or illegal activity. 26 

 

 (d) On or before October 1, 2012, the Department shall adopt regulations to 27 

carry out these provisions. 28
